BOY HURT IS T 


Maurice Osting , 5, Serio usly In­ 
jured in Big Fo ur Cro ssing 
Accident at Milro y . 


A fiv e-y ear-old boy was in­

POST WAS CREATED BY 
PRES. WOODROW WILSON 


W ashington, May 26 (ZP)—Will­ 
iam Bau chop Wilson, the 
na ­ 
tion’s first secretary of labor, is 
dead a t the age of 7 2. 
Ill .for m any m onths, bu t nev ­ 
ertheless carry ing on his du ties 
as an Arbiter in the Illinois mine 
fields, Wilson died last 
night 
aboard a train on his way from 
Miami, Florida, to W ashington. 
The body was tak en from 
the 
train 
a t 
Sav annah, 
Ga.,< big 
dau ghter was w ith him a t the 
end. 
A member of congress for six 
y ears, Wilson left the hou se in 
1913 to serv e in President Wil­ 
son’s cabinet. He was made chief 
of the then newly created 
de­ 
partm ent of labor. 
Du ring the war y ears and u n­ 
til 1921 he serv ed on the cou ncil 
of national defense. Throu ghou t 
the same period he was a m em ­ 
ber of the federal board for v o­ 
cational edu cation, 
and serv ed 
as chairm an from 1920 to 1921., 
Wilson was born in Blanty re, 
Scotland, April 2, 1862. Coming 
to America a t the age of eight 
y ears, he mix ed a common school 
edu cation 
w ith 
work 
in 
the 
mines. Later he receiv ed honor­ 
ary degrees from both M ary land 
agricu ltu ral college and Usinu s 
college. 
Interested in m ining and the 
problems of m iners throu ghou t 
his career, Wilson was a m em ­ 
ber of the com m ittee tha t creat­ 
ed the United Mine W ork ers of 
America. Later he helped rev ise 
and codify the bitu m inou s m in­ 
ing laws for Pennsy lv ania. 
His home was 
a t Blossbu rg, 
Pennsy lv ania.

Th e Rush ville post office was 
establish ed October 9, 
1882 by 
th e appointment of Ch arles H. 
Veeder as postmaster. I h erewith 
give names of th e th irty post­ 
masters in th e order of th eir ap­ 
pointment to date as sh own by 
th e official record at Wash ing­ 
ton, D. C. 
Now no need to argue wh o was 
or wh en, just cut out th e follow­ 
ing list and paste it in y our h at 
so y ou can settle arguments. I 
would suggest a framed record 
be h ung in th e outer corrider of 
th e post office or 
better 
still 
th at a memorial slab 
bearing 
names and dates be erected near 
th e front entrance on wh ich be 
inscribed names of past and fu­ 
ture postmasters with date of 
service. 
Only five of th e th irty ap­ 
pointed postmasters 
h ere 
are

h onorable, industrious, peaceable 
and th rifty , and not for a war­ 
like people. In th is county th ey 
never y et h ave figured in war. It 
was different wh en th ey 
first 
came to th is county . It is claimed 
th at every Oldh am in th is coun­ 
try is a descendant of Joh n Old­ 
h am, wh o came over from Eng­ 
land in th e sh ip, Fortune, and 
landed at Ply mouth in 1623 and 
was afterward murdered by th e 
Pequot Indians in Narragansett 
Bay near Block Island in 1636. 
From h is sons 
(four in all) 
h ave descended a long line as 
th ey were a prolific people. We 
read of Col. William Oldh am 
wh o commanded a regiment un­ 
der General Way ne (Mad 
An­ 
th ony ) wh o was defeated in bat­ 
tle with th e Indians near wh ere 
Fort Way ne now stands. He was 
a Kentuckian and Oldh am coun­ 
ty , Ky ., was named for h im. 
Joh n Oldh am, above named, 
and Joh n Ly ford were accused of 
stirring religious trouble in th e 
colony and were banish ed but 
after two y ears th e trouble was 
adjusted 
and 
th ey 
returned. 
Readers of h istory wUl Remem­ 
ber th at religious differences in 
Massach usetts 
caused 
much 
trouble and led to much disses- 
sion. 
Th e course of th eir migration 
led th e Oldh am family we^t and 
south and roster of th e Cö nfed- 


erate army contains m^ny 
of 
th at name. Nor is th at all for 
th e name covers th e 
pages of 
Revolutionary , Indian and Mex ­ 
ican wars. Th e name is found all 
over Virginia, Kentucky , North 
Carolina, Tennessee 
and Mis­ 
souri—seldom north of 
Mason 
and Dix on’s line and y et I never 
knew an Oldh am in Rush coun­ 
ty , wh o was a Democrat. 
Many incidents connected with 
th e Maine are related 
in 
h is 
-History and Geneologies” 
by 
W. H. Miller, th e auth or. Mrs. 
Mason J. Hosier, widow of th e 
late Scott Hosier and 
present 
recorder of Rush 
county , 
h as 
kindly loaned th e priceless vol­ 
ume to th e writer. 
No attempt is h ere made to 
account for th e origin of 
th e 
name. We find th e name in 
France as early as th e St. Bar­ 
th olomew massacre and 
many 
left France and came to th e Ca- 
rolinas. In Cromwell’s time we 
find th em settling in th e north 
of Ireland 
and coming 
from 
th ere to th e Virginias, Pennsy l­ 
vania and Kentucky . 
Th ere are 134 pages of geneol- 
ogy in th e volume from wh ich I 
write and only a few incidents 
will be mentioned in a desultory 
way to sh ow th eir prominence in 
public affairs, and connection 
with leading family in 
North 
and South but 
particularly in 
th e South . 
Th ey were a military race, 
judged by th e records of our 
Revolutionary war and th at of 
1812, Mex ican and Civil 
wars, 
Lt. Col. William 
Oldh am h ad 
ch arge of th e Kentucky militia 
at Gen. Way ne’s by th e Indians 
at th e battle of th e Maumee and 
was mortaolly wounded, dy ing 
a few day s later. He was a lieu­ 
tenant in Nelson’s Independent 
Pennsy lvania rifles in th e Revo­ 
lutionary war. 
In h is will probated at Louis­ 
ville, Ky ., Dec. 6, 1791, h e left to 
h is wife, Pentelope, a tract of 
land, a Negro 
named 
Bosen, 
h ouseh old furniture and 
one- 
th ird of h is stock forever. 
His 
gold watch and ch ain wh ich h e 
h ad on wh en wounded, h e h ad 
sent h ome to h is wife. Sh e after­ 
ward married Henry Ch urch ill. 
Abner Oldh am was born 
in 
Cawseli county , North Carolina, 
Dec. 4, 1783, and came to Madi­ 
son county , Ky ., with h is parents 
in 1795. He attended a sch ool 
taugh t by a Welsh man named 
Hutchinso n and learned Latin 
and English . In Dec. 1809 h e 
married Miss Hannah Wh ite. He 
acquired much real estate and 
engaged in trading on th e river, 
going to New Orleans with a 
cargo of tobacco on a flat boat 
and cm sev enteen different occa-

walking back h ome.

Hezekiah was a 
farmer on a large scale

owned 2500 acres of land 
on 
wh ich h e raised tobacco, cattle 
and) h ogs. He would buy up all 
(th e h ogs around h im and with 
1 h is own drive th em to market in 
th e south or sh ip by flatboat to 
New Orleans. For One cargo h e 
received 
$12,000 
wh ich 
h e 
strapped in belts around h is body 
and “h itch -h iked*’ all th e way 
back h ome. 
Every one near knew Kie Olct- 
h am. He ran wagon trains and 
with 16 h orses to a wagon h e 
h auled pig and iron from th e 
Kentucky mountains, salt from 
Goose Creek and dry goods from 
Cincinnati 
and Louisville to 
Rich mond, Ky . From th e Revolu­ 
tion to th e Civil war h e was in 
some way connected with
